A former captain came yp to 
London from Leeds to join in a 
parade of Irish ex-service men to 
the Cenotaph. Somewhat to his 
surprise, he found himself in 
charge of a platoon. 

The left hand man of the front 
rank was—General Sir Hubert 
Gough, who commanded the Fifth 
Army in France! Sir Hubert 
numbered off and formed fours 
with the reat, 

When the platoon marched 
through the Horse Guards’ arch- 
way, however, the captain asked 
Sir Hubert to take his place at 
their head. This the General did, 
and the captain fell back into the 
place Sir Hubert had occupied. 

In that platoon there were algo: 
seven Colonels; a V.C.; an Irish 
Earl, and a Free States Senator. 

Twelve years ago, with the com- 
ing of the Irish Free State, five 
Irish regiments were disbanded. 

“Jingling Johnny” Carried, 

Irish ex-servicemen have had 
annual parades to the Cenotaph 
since, but this is the first time that 
all five disbanded regiments—The 
Royal Irish Regiment, The Con- 
nought Rangers, The Prince of 
Wales's Leinster Regiment, The 
Royal Munster Fusiliers, and the 
Noyal Dublin Fusiliers — have 
been represented. pepe 

At the head of the Connaught 
Rangers marched Corpora] George 
Cox. He carried a meta] pole on 
which hung tiers of brass bells. 

This was “Jingling Johnny,” 
captured in the Poninsular War.- 

Corporal Cox carried it in the 
Kaffr War, in the Zulu War, and 
in the first Boer War. He was 
the. tallest man in the regiment in 
those far-off days. i 

Nw, at the age of 82, he has 
carried “Jingling. Johnny” again— 
and never more proudly than on 
thia march along Whiteball.—Reu- 
ter. é x :

HE pro-Garbo's will find “Queen 

Christina” all that M.G.M. would 
have one belfeve it is, while the 
anti-Garbo's will find her latest 
film (after an absence of over a 
year) a little dull and disappoint.

But life never gives us a second 
chance. It is for that reason that 
we should strive to Jenrn rapidly so 
that we ean apply our new know- 
ledye while there remain. years of 


[Vigour and activity ahead of us. * 


There. are several ways of doing 
that. 


One is to ponder the causes of 
failure; another to examine for 
their secret the lives of those who 
have attained both to success and’. 
Jength of days. 


Psychologists tells us that after a 
certain age our minds develop no 
further, that we reach the limits of 
our intellectual growth. They add, 
however, that beyond that point we 
improve in our technique of life by 
applying the fruits of. experience. 

It is from experience, then, that 
we must learn. A repeated error is 
a confession of stupidity or at least 
of thoughtlessness. But the iron 
law applies, and for every repeated 
error we must: once more suffer. 

There is only one criterion for 
every action and every mental pro- 
cess by which we can gauge its 
value: Does it increase our interest 
in an enjoyment of life? 

Take, for example, the man who 
has “uninteresting” work. How, he 
may argue,.can he be expeeted to 
enjoy it? As I see it, for him 
there are only two remedies: to 
cast about for other work that will 
engage his faculties the better, or 
to examine his approach to his pre- 
sent occupation. The mental at- 
fitude towards what we do goes 2 
long way, towards - 
effect upon us. 

The world is full of square pegs 
in round holes. 

But, whatever one may do, the 
fact is that much of the world’s 
work must be performed for no 
hetter purpose than to procure the 
means of life. -In such cases I 
think life may stil! be enriched by 
development of the unused abilities 
in the leisure hours,. We should 
not pity the bored we should despise 
them. To have so weak a hold 
upon life in a world such as ours 
that the hours , hang heavily is to 
invite the first processes of decay 
that lead to premature old age. The
